It Is one of tha cototooa tolstakca 
(hat Cuba Is good lo raiss oaly sogtr 
aad tobacco, wrttra a eorrsspoadaat of 
tho Now York TrtbuBa. I«aavlag nut 
(he ruKuro of fruits, which Is golag to 
take fraat’rtkk la Ita affHcaHural In¬ 
dustry In the nrar fiinro, thara la 
a further varlatloa la gfwdaedoa. 
niilnea Is ths district of stoall farato 
and amnlLIMmlag. Tbsy r«lss erogg 
not only local ronsarngtloa, hut 
for export to ths Ualtsd 0(atea. No 
section of the Itlaad ilvra a baittr 
chance to study tha groagacts aad tha 
conditions of amatl farming. 

Before the lasurroctlog brooght such 
great destruction tba Oalnsa dlatrlci 
WM one of tha moat gro ag aroos parta 
of the islaad. It hu baaa comlag np 
rather slowly becausa, with ao larga a 
proportion of small farato dsstroyed. 
aad with UiHr owaera dead or heavily 
ta debt, speedy recuperalHMi wu not 
possible. The forecktoara of toortgnges 
which has begun still bears hsavlly 
on some untortunata laadowaera. hut 
(his Is one of the laevltable results 
nf the war which no authority of gov¬ 
ernment could rntlrsly rellsve. Never¬ 
theless. In spite of tbs grigof tbe Span* 
lah money lender, many of tbs orig* 
Inal owners of tbs small taram or 
their heirs seem to ba heeplag thair 
property or a part of It Thtir bur* 
deaa are heavy, yet encoarageieat Is 
given that with a good season or (wo 
these will be lightened. 

The Quines district la not given over 
entiralp to amail farming, for half the 
country Is covered with cans leMa, and 
(here are aavtral larga caatrales, or 
sugar mills, which did not hava to be 
rebuilt. Among tbaao are tha Provi* 
dencla, ona of (ha largett In Havana 
provinra, which also oparatea a small 
rcDnery: (hs Amistad. Nomhre do Dios 
snd other smaller eetates. All of these 
have raised fair crops (hla year, which 
have brought an average price, ud 
thus the gradual revival of the sugar 
Industry hu helped other agricultural 
pursuits. The rue pluted Insures a 
crop at leut one-fourth larger next 
season, and thia will be an additional 
aid toward recuperation. 

The Oulnes dietrlrt differs from oth¬ 
er parts of the Islud In (hat It does 
aot depend on nature alone for Its fer¬ 
tility. Irrigation enabled It to become 
the market garden ot Havana and to 
export a considerable surplus crop 
of onions, poistoes snd other vegeta¬ 
bles to (he United flistea It Is clalmtd 
(hat a good pari of Bermuda oalons. 
Instead of coming from BermuJa. come 
from Oulnes. By means of Irrigation 
(he district is enabled to market two 
crops of both potatoes and onions an- 
nnslly, in addition to other products 
which are raised for the islud con¬ 
sumption. 

The Irrigating dllrhcs have not been 
restored to their former condition, but 
enough is seen of the system to deraoa- 
strats Its valu in a country where the 
rainy mosob of four or five months is 
supposed to furnish sufficient moisture 
for the rest of tbe year. Quines, by 
means of Irrigation, hss had the ad¬ 
vantage over the other parts of the Is¬ 
land that it could altcmato crops with 
greater regularity, aad waa not af¬ 
fected by the oceulonal drouths which 
occur often enough to demonstrate that 
(he rnlna la Cuba are not perennial 
nr perpetual. The aoll Is both of the 
rich black loam ud of tbe red earth, 
which ta nometlmss called mulatto 
land. It Is good for ragnr at welt as 
for fruits ud vegetablea, but It does 
not produce the tobacco leaf of tbe 
quality or quantity aufficlent to make 
tkla cultivation profltnbla 
The flputsh laws governing Irriga¬ 
tion are Mid to be very good ones. 
They protect all parties la Interest, 
nnd afford a sufficient guarantee for 
the Investment of capital. Before the 
insurrection vnrlonn English ud 
American syndlcmtea were reported to 
be projecting estuslve systems of ir¬ 
rigation. Since peace came these re¬ 
ports have been revived, but, like most 
enterprises which are dependut upon 
American capital, the resllntlon 
comes very slowly. Yet in time the ob¬ 
ject lesson which Quines has given of 
(be value of iirlgatlon is ceruin to 
be taken advutage of, either by co¬ 
operation anwng tbe land owaera 
themselves or by corporations with 
outside capital. 

In tbe days before tbs war and la- 
urrectlon tbe possession nf n cnhnlle- 
ria of land with a few oxen uywbcro 
la (he Quines territory constituted 
what would be called In the states a 
well-to-do farmer. A cnhallerla Is 6J 1-9 
acres, yet In Us produrtive value il 
would pais for the quarter se<‘tlon of 
110 acres on a western prairie. The 
farm bouses ud outbulldlags as In all 
parts of rural Cuba, are simple ud 
iBsxpeasIve. ud (hs roadltloas of life, 
except (nr Ihe oppression ud corrup¬ 
tion of (he Spanish onelals. were not 
difficult lo meet.

The proportlomate eieeea o( dieeaee 
la cities li aot all diM to defective 
dwelllnge and Imperfect aatritioa. al- 
tkoagk they are grave coatriballag 
ranees. It la the ceaaeleaa rear and 
din of a large city that alowly but 
antrly undermines the health. Apart 
from ita baneful effects upon tbe 
arnse of bearing Itself, tbe reaseleta 
Babel of discordant sounda peculiar to 
large dtlea, everta a disaatrona Influ¬ 
ence upon Ihe brain and Bervoos ays- 
tern, which may with certalaty be cata¬ 
logued aa one of tbe prlaclpal cauaei 
of neuraatbenla. It Is (rue tbat tbe 
eyetem becomes habituated to It,' even 
as Uto operatives la a boiler factory 
become ao accustomed to (he clangtag 
of the hammers that tbe cetaallon of 
work atmoet operates aa a shock; but 
although the system becomes trained 
to take ao active cognisance of It, Its 
demoralising effects are ever present. 
When will our legislators recognise 
the fact that the heatlb of the com¬ 
munity Is Its most valuable asset, aad 
take the necesMry stepa to aaalst la 
pre s ervlag It? DonblteM there are 
many noises Incidental lo city 
life which It Is Impossible to supprese, 
but a very large proportion of them 
are easily prevcntible—for Instance, 
the Ittcesmat discordant clanging of 
car gongs, the screeching and tootlag 
of switch engines In railroad yards, 
Ibe rattle of heavily loaded wagons 
over badly paved atreets aad Ihe deaf- 
enlag yells of fruit venders and news¬ 
boys. tn foindoa the dty government 
has recently taken step# to auppreea 
the last named nulMace—a proceed- 
lag which might be fdlowed with ad¬ 
vantage In our own cities. We are 
led to the above reflections by the 
discharges of crackers tbat characte^ 
Ise the arrival of the alt-lmportant 
Fourth, and at tka risk of being con- 
atdered defleleat la patriotism we 
would raise tha foeatloa whether a 
nation like the American, which leads 
the wodd la ao nmay Important mat- 
tera, could aot flad aoma more reason* 
abla method of axpra ss lai Its Jublls- 
tkm than by a din of dlscoHant sound 
emanaltng from flreworks, horns and 
steam wbtstlesT The lower we de- 
•cend tn the aeale of humanity the 
treater wa And tha partiality for 
Bdse. and reaaonlng from this stand¬ 
point tha preaent raaaas amployed In 
the celebration of popular events Is 
by BO means complimentary to the 
boasted breeding of the nallnn. We 
cannot avoid the conclusion that In a 
nation of gentlemen (he disease-pro 
duelng din which Is an accompani¬ 
ment of preaent city Ufa would be 
coBsplcuouB by Ita absenca.—Healtb.

On th^ tong route of the pony ex- 
pretR there were no more periloun blU 
of tinll thnn thoee which Uy on either 
side of the Rtaiion nt Ijipeer’e. Thle 
North Plntte country w«e • middle 
ground romoion to Pawnee. Sioux, 
Cheyenne, Ute. Arapalio and Kloway. 
Hither all iheiie came to thaee the 
iHiffalo. to Meal horery. or to fight 
the white men or one another; and 
hero the adrenlurer. of whatefor 
tort, carried hie life In hla hand. 

One day there came to laipeer’i, from 
the weetern mountalne, Sandy Van 
ffikut. formerly mule whacker for a 
freighting outfit, young, ftunled In 
giowth and »hort In on# lea HU riv- 
Inge eonaUted of an enormoua nmU 
an«t three Nei Perce ponlea. one of 
which wan a "calico of a pirturetque- 
t.e?R not to poM without remark. The 
genuine rnllco pony la uaually of hut 
two oolora, a ground of white with 
libeial marking! of red or black; but 
Bandy’a animal had all three colora 
laid on very proalacuouily. 

Sandy dealred above all thing! to ae- 
cure a placa aa aa aapreaa rider, aad 
he Mked for a reiay at fapeer’a. When 
for anavar the boat plaaed a playlag 
card upon hla "abootlng ptiet’* Sandy'a 
countenanca fell. He had failed In 
that teat before. Hoping againtt hope, 
be mounted hla ateadleat animal and 
trottad atveral Ilmca paat the mark. 
Ha failed to hit the poet. In the 
words of "Bloa Bob." the elation 
horee wrangler, "that mule whacker 
couldn't hit tha mule he rode on." 

Hut fkiady, not dealring to ride far¬ 
ther toward the tame east, reated from 
hla travel at laipeer'a HU atork ran 
ulth Blue Bob'e bunrh and without 
comment, until the wrangler came la 
to euppfr one evening, with wrath in 
hU powder etalned vtaage.

"Been tryin' to rope 'em. Bob?" San¬ 
dy asked, with a go^ natured twinkle 
in hU eye.

One day at noon the men at Ia- 
pter'e wairhed an east boiinil express 
rider race down a long north alope 
wlib a cloud of horAcmen at hls heels. 
Tbo gun lueii were bIkiui to dash to 
lilft rescue witen the Indiana turned 
!«< k. The rider came up badly hurt 
and reeling In his saddle. 

"The Cheyennes have done up them 
skinners." he managed to ejanilate. 
and then be fainted and was carried In. 

The "skinners" alliideil to were a 
(■•mp of bunalo hide hunters, whom the 
Indians had kilted and scalped be¬ 
side hls trail. 

ikt It came about that, bet ause there 
was Dti one else for the plaie. Handy 
ac.s aaslgBed to a short and temporary 
r tn on the express route. Riding hls 
own ponlea. the young freighter cov- 
lied, twice each day. the 'l3-mlle

The Ua war party 
of Cheyennaa h^ raturued to atiaik 
more vspraaa rMara- Tbara were a 
score in hls front, nnd ka knew (be 
lavlnes and canyon (uta oa either 
hand aad ika uraskottl la kla rear 
wars kldlag ocker aqua^ iBady to 
cut off kla llae of filgkl. 

Hr waa aurrouadad. aad kt detar- 
Bilned to go forward aad iruai. first 


to an appearaner of good NUb. and 
finally to iko qtrick wit and speed of 
hls calico pony. Thrusting a oaeleaa 
revolver Into a hoot leg. Ms nnbnckled 
ills bell, with unmuBlllon case and 
holster nai M it Nil to the ground. 
The man poach, whirh Sandy, like 
every other expreaa manainger. would 
have refuted to abandon under any 
cltcumataam wkntaver, waa fortu- 
natsly ntfffiv empty, and added but 
little to hlfe own light wrtffht and that 
of hit taddN. 

Both partlaa of Indinaa wars now 
nesrly at the top of Ihia ridge, aad 
soma loo yards In hls front. Sandy 
rode atmlght on at n jog-trot, holding 
up n hnnd In token of amity or of 
surrender, na the Cheyetnea ahould 
chnoae to eonilder. 

Seeing the expreaa rider approach 
them tbua amicably, aome SO or more 
liefeathered fellowa batted Iheir po- 
n!rs. Some were armed with guns, 
but Bloat had thair bow and arrows 
and long lanree. 

"How—how—howf* they choruaed. | 
.18 Sandy came near. 

The Cheyennes were delighted al the 
Apparent ease with which the man and 
hls pony had Nllen Into their grasp. 
Three of their head men, each hold- 
inr out a hand and grinning treacher¬ 
ously. rode forward to meet him. This 
was forcing hla hand sooner than San¬ 
dy had expected. Hla pony waa ap- 
t-i (Aching the Indians apparently with- 
lutt fear or suspicion. 

Handy felt that It would never do to 
let one of thoae Cheyennes giwap him 
by the hand, and when hla anlmnl bad 
nearly touched noaaa with tbe pony 
of the foremoet, ha gave a eudden fierce 
giiint. gripped hla saddle with both 
hands and drove a Spanish rowel deep 
Ititu (he callro'a flaak. 

He hsd good need to cllaff to hla 
mat. for hls pony's first leap nearly 
Jerked the breath out of kla body, 
while the callCw dodged like a frtght- 
tned rabbit xiaong the charging Chey¬ 
ennes. It seemed to Sandy that a 
dn.-«n riders burled themaelvea upon 
l.lm and hls pony In the aame breath. 

The Indians could not shoot In atich 
a melee, but long lancea were thrust 
nt the messenger as hit pony dodged 
bitlier nnd thither among plunging an- 
IiiihIs. Two of these awkward but dan 
petous weapons met In a clash and 
l.roke above his head. A tomahawk hit 
liiH mail ling an<l glancing, graaed an 
nrm. And this harmlcea blow waa tbe 
only stroke Handy or hla pony got In 
t'lelr xlgxag (lash through tbe Indian 
Hues. 

His race, however, had only juat be¬ 
gun. and Randy knowing apeed to be 
liiH only ho|)e, gave the calico free 
icin and simply clung to hla aeal. He 
Immediately fmind himself plunging 
down the east scarp of tbe ridge and 
straight toward a deep, precipitous 
washout. 

A cniwd of yelling. Hbooting rldora 
luoiichc-d themselves upon hU heals. 
Tho Indians were aiipalllagiy cloae, 
but no man, red or white, can shoot 
accurately with hla horw- going at full 
i>l'(-«'d. and if hls animal tie plunging 
down a hill, hls shots must be aimed 
vrry mueh at random. In a abort 
(itiorier mile dash the angry Cheyennes 
v.Uhtcd bullets and arrows recklessly 
ulon (he figure dropping down the 
slope In frawt of them. 

Handy waa nearing the washout, 
ulih several Cheyennes preulng hotly 
iilfon hls iiony'a heels, and he clenched 
hls teeth, expecting to take a tremen¬ 
dous slide and bo set upon In a pro- 
mlFcuoUB scramble at the bottom.

The men nt the atntlon knd aeen the

From a late adventure among tbo 
Ihissamaquoddy Indians who live on 
the imrdrrs of New Brunswick Dr. 
ftoiMTt lAoud of Huston, who hna been 
hunting bears In the Maine woods for 
(hr past month. iK'llevea that the abor¬ 
iginal Inhabitants of America are poa- 
aessed of a wide knowledge of medl* 
cine and surgery, using some methods 
which may be adopted Into genemi 
practice with benefit to the public, 
litto In August while camping on the 
•Mlrmsc river hr had the misfortune 
to rut a deep gash In bis leg. which 
bled mpiotisly sad caused him much 
pain and trouble until he was so fortu¬ 
nate as to receive a visit from Chief 
Oku. a great medirine man of the 
tribe, whose fame Is known smoni 
all the Indians of (he eastern states. 
The rut was badi) Inflamed when Oku 
arrived, hut he at onre reduced the 
swelling by bathing hls leg with a de- 
roetion of elm bark and tying up (he 
wound In fresh clay from a brook. 
When Dr. l4)ud asked tbe Indian to 
take some stltchea In Iha cut Oku re¬ 
plied: 

"Hcem no good. T'rend heem mnk* 
hcem swell up. ao be sore. See w'nt 
Oku. heem da" 

The chief went to n clearing and 
n'tumed with a doxen large nnd very 
lively brawn nata. Then, grnaplng (he 
two aides of (he cut between hla 
thumb and Anger and pinching them 
logcther, he caiiaed an ant to bite at 
the edge, putting bla jawa through 
both sides of (he ent and doting them 
as flrmly as If they had been In g 
vise. When he had applied eight anta 
In (his manner he coolly pulled off 
their bodies, leaving nothing bui their 
heads atlarhod. 

"Now heem bin stay there til heem 
sore geet well." aald Oku, winding a 
bandage of soft doth around (he leg 
and fastening It aa neatly aa a trained 
nurse could have done. "In nine day 
—12 day. maybe, take off cloth: find 
heem all well." 

Dr. l4)ud liillowed inatractlona aad 
came out cured. The heads of tbe anta 
had held on as flrmly as pincers, and 
although (he inserts were tong dead, 
it required considerable force to pull 
away the locked Jaws. Dr. Mud dso 
l)dleves that the formic add which 
the ante secrete from their mandibles 
has antiseptic qualities which are un¬ 
known to medicine and proposaa to 
make a few nxperimonta along thla 
line on hit return to Ooaton.—New 
York Sun. 


BROOM-CORN FOR FOOD. 


New rereat CWe Me Ftepartol l« Man? Sp* 

petlstaa Wavs—llaMlan BreatirNftt l»lftb, 

A now kind of cereal food for hu¬ 
man conatiroptlon la to be Introduced 
In this country, If the department of 
ngrlrutture can persuade people to eat 
It. It la broom-corn millet, aad (ha 
plant was brought hither from Ro- 
ropo not long ago by botanical ageata 
of tho government, for use as forage. 
However, there Is no reason why It 
should not furnlab an article of diet 
for penple inasmueh as It may be pr» 
pared In many appetising ways. It 
produres, under favorable conditions, 
no bushels of grain (teed) to (he acre, 
so that. In view of Its highly nutri¬ 
tious qualities, It la a most economical 
and otherwise dcstrabte plant. 

This broom-corn millet la so railed 
iM-caiiBc, when growing In the fields, 
It looks like broora-corn. There are 
a number of varieties, and the seeds 
(that la. the hulls of them) are of dif¬ 
ferent colors—yellow, white, brown 
■nd gray. A graceful spreading tas¬ 
sel crowns (ne stalk. 

In Russia, where the plant t a 
grown almoat whoiiy for use as human 
fond. It la called "proco." People in 
that country eat It for breakfast In a 
form like oaten grits, or press tbegrita 
Into cake and use them with soup. 
Tbe cereal also appears on (heir table 
In pancakes, such aa we make out of 
buckwheat or Indtan corn. Among 
(he peaaanta. eapeclally la tbe regloo 
of the Volga, the broom-eom millet la 
largely consumed. 

One may Judge of Ita popularity. In¬ 
deed. when It la stated that from 60.- 
000,(HH) to 70,000.00 bushels of the 
grain are produced In Russia yearly. 
A special study was made of it re¬ 
cently by Dr. U. A. Carloton. who waa 
sent to Russia by Secretary Wilson to 
gather agricultural Information. Ha 
says (hat the broom-corn millet can 
be grown moat aucoeaafully In (hla 
coiinlry in the northern plains region 
—In the Dakotas. Minnesota and Ne- 
braaka.—Saturday Brenlog Post.

*1t abottU he a matter of regret to 
all true hittorians that the campaign I 
historisa of President McKinley weru 
erroneona in asversi Important genea¬ 
logical dftalla The data herein given 
may hu railed on as correct, aa they 
•ru tbs rennlt of resesrrhet In tha 
court recor ds and other authorttlea 
Mill etlaat 

"Tha aneeatora of President McKin¬ 
ley btloMud to that sturdy rare of 
peopN- CBlIea the Scotch Irish, ao 
caltad bscauas In HM7 King Jamea I. 
iocataiA a largu namber of Bcota In tka 
aoftbtrn part oi Ireland on lands from 
which tha Irish had been evicted. 
ThtBS lattlattenta were gradually aug- 
msntsd by Immigration until eventu¬ 
ally tha leotch-lrisb element prednm- 
inatad la Ihta regloo. They wera 
stauBch Praabyterlans in faith and In 
count of ttma oeveloped tralta and 
paeutlarittsa ao marked aa to almost 
aiamp tham aa a distinct race. 

"In conraa of time this noble people 
ware orartakaa by many hardsblpi. 
•ueb aa tha eucceaalve failure of crops, 
baaidaa vary nnsatlsfartory civu and 
rellgleua eoadltlona Their only aourca 
of rallaf waa In immigration to Amer¬ 
ica. la which they were encouraged by 
aganta of tha American colonies. After 
1718 tha Immigiatlon became very ex- 
tenalva, tha chief port of arrival be¬ 
ing New CaatJa on the Delaware, below 
Pbiladalpbta. 

"Tha ffeotcb-irieh being cititens of 
the Brltleh realm their arrival Is not 
a matter of record like that of the Ger- 
maaa. Swfat. Dutch, etc., who are des¬ 
ignated aa foreigners in the colonial 
racorda, aad were required to cuuacribe 
to an onth of aiieglanre upon arrivni, 
beaidaa a aubeequent naturallxatlon. 
Hanea It follows tho- cititens of the 
realm are more dlfflcult to Idcniify 
than foreigners by the bistorian. Our 
only recouraa la la tax lleta. land war- 
raata, conrt records, etc. 

"la tha caaa of President McKinley 
we haea aa undisputed retrograde rec¬ 
ord to hla great-graodfatber. David 
McKinley. We know that he waa n 
revolutionary soldier tnat be waa born 
In York county, Pa., that he removed 
to Westmoreland county aftertho rev¬ 
olution. and In 1814 to Ohio, where he 
died. In tho cemetery of tbe Chat- 
field Lntharan church in Crawford 
county, CMilo, may be seen two modest 
granlto markers with the following 
Inscriptlona: 'David McKinley, Revo¬ 
lutionary aoldier. Horn, 1776; died, 
1840,' and *Hannah C Rote, born, 1767; 
died, 1840.* 

"David McKinley was tho father of 
Jamea. bora Sept. 19. 1788, married 
Mary Rote of Mercer county. Pa., and 
removed thence to Chatfleld. where he 
purchased n farm, on which he died. 
He was tha Nthcr of William McKin¬ 
ley, Sr., born In 1807, and died in Can¬ 
ton. O.. In 1891 The latter was the 
father of President McKinley, llen- 
oeh C. Rose, burled by tho able of De- 
vld McKinley, was the great-grand¬ 
mother of tbe president She was also 
the great grandmother of former May¬ 
or Roee of Cleveland. 

"Por the history of the family prior 
to David tha aoldier, we must rely 
OB the courthouse records at Lancas¬ 
ter aad York, Prom varloua docu¬ 
ments aad entries we think the evi¬ 
dence inoontrovertlbie that David Mc¬ 
Kinley, tbe head of the clan McKin¬ 
ley in America, landed at New Castle 
and located la (now) Cbanceford 
township. Yot^ county, Pa.. In 1748. 
At that time hn waa well along la life. 
He waa accompanied by bis wife, Ba¬ 
ther. and three aoni, John. David. 
Stephen, and a daughter, Mary. Thare 
are frequent references to theee eoae 
In tbe county archlvee. 

"The immigrant wee a weaver by 
trade, but, like ell thrifty ertlsans of 
that tey. be secured a good homestead. 
It ie paeelble, bu tnot probable, that 
be arrived In the province earlier than 
17«i». hut in this year hla name first 
appears on tbe records In n warrant 
for 18 acres of land on a beautiful ele¬ 
vation overlooking the Susquehanna 
river in tbe dislaaee. 

"That be wna a man of enterprise 
is shosm la the Net that in 1794 be 
circulated n f-ctition for a public hicb 
way, which he also presentei to (be 
court Tbe following yeir he wna 
made supervisor and doubtless bad tbe 
task Imposed on hlmaelf to engineer 
hls road to a complat'os. Ilia name 
of’cura frequently la tbe moat honora¬ 
ble way. ahowlng him to have been a 
man of unusual probity acd worth aa 
s rllixen. 

"David McKinley, tbe Immigrant, 
died Inieatnte in 1787, leaving bit wlfa 
•nd children aa already nami-d. His 
daughter wta latersarried with Sam¬ 
uel Gordon. The settlement of (he ea- 
tate shows personal property to ihc 
value of £ 280 . or |U 00 . besides (ho 
plantation, which wna divided. letter, 
however, (be eon John (who with bla 
mother, waa the executor) purchaaed 
(be entire eatate. 

"Thla leads ua to the consideration 
of the aecond geaeratiun. via., ‘John 
McKinley, eldest aon of tbe emigrant. 
Before entering upon details we here 
throw out the precautionary state¬ 
ment that tha namea McKinley and 
McGinley are both contemporaneous 
and interi’hangeabla In our early rec¬ 
ords. owing to the careleaanesa of 
j acribea. They were, however, aepa- 
rate famlllea in York county. Tha 
MrOinteya proper came from James 
McOlnley. who died in York county in 
1768. lenvlttf aa only ton John. No re- 
latlonaklp la known to have existed 
between the Nmllles. although remote¬ 
ly it might have been (he case. Tbe 
prealdent'a aarsatora, ao Nr •• we have 
•acertalned, aliraya wrote tkelr aame 

as BOW. 

"RssnmlBc our narrative of tbs Mc- 
Klnleya. John, son of the Immigrant, 
waa bora about 1781 aad in bis day 
waa one of the foremost men of York 
(vuBly. He bscnm# n large land own- 
ei aad fraquaatly figures la lm|»ortant 
busineae traaanctiona. When huatlU- 
tiea broke out with the mother country 
he etnuBchly supported tbe revolution 
and waa made a wagon matter for 
Cbanceford township by Ibe committee 
of safety. He died on bis eetatee Feb. 
li, ITM. being aurvived by hie widow, 
Margaret, aa only aoa David, great- 
graadNlaer of lbs president, and 
daughters Rsther, Jean. Elisalwib and 
fluaaa. The widow aubacquently mar- 
Had Thomaa McOullocb. fibs died ia 
tha winter of 1711. 

"Thla lands ua down to David Mc¬ 
Kinley. grandson of the Immigrant and 
grenl-grnadNther of tha prealdent. He 
waa born on tha old homaatead in 
Cbanceford town^lp May 18. irss. 
in 1778 ha enliated in CapC. Reed's 
oompaay of Ferryman In (he war of 
tbs revolution. This waa (he fieventb 
nompaay of the BIghU battaUoa of 
York county militia. Tha mlllliamen 
It ahould be remembered, were called 
out ia emergsaciea and were drafted 
In aecUoBs for active service, making 
what were then celled tours of eer- 
vlce. In this wey nearly all tbe mill- 
tie of Fsnaeyivnnta eaw maay toura of 
•rrvloe. much bard fightleg aad the 
moat periloua kind of military Ufe. 

'The local hlatortaaa of York county 
had bean la corraepoadeace with the 
preeldeal reeperUng hla York i-ouniy 
nntacedaata- He had expreeaed him¬ 


self as much gratified by their r*- 
•eerrhes and Interest In hls anceatry, 
and faithfully promleed at an oppor¬ 
tune time to visit the eqtnes of hla 
•nccatral abode. Several dates for tha 
proposed visit were partly agreed on. 
•nd greet preparntlona for the visit 
were In prospect, when the Spanish 
war compelled succsaelve pqptpons- 
menu of the visit. 

"As a matter of Interest we may add 
that a muster roll of (he company of 
which hla great-grandfather waa a 
member, and ever since the revolution 
In the possession of (be descendanU of 
Col. John Hay. waa some years ago 
presented to the president and re¬ 
ceived hy him with many expressions 
of delight and satisfaction."

It Is In California, where potatoes are 
new anywhere from April to July, that 
this Industry Is possible and flourlshea. 
The manufacturing gardener la an en¬ 
terprising genius of foreign extraction 
generally Portuguese. Italian or China¬ 
man. and he makes tbe most of hls op¬ 
portunities. Hy hls private process of 
making new potatoes he gels at least 
two months' advan« e on the market In 
many pUers. and (hereby renps a proflt 
many timea abote what the legitimate 
natural product would bring him. The 
extent of thU bL'eloees must be dbme- 
what gigantic, for I have seen theas 
new made potstoea in all the raarkcU 
from Denver to Albuquerque, and Salt I 
t4iko to Cape Nome. The commission 
merchants and wholesale dealers must I 
ccrUInly know of and abet the fraud ' 
or the gardener could not market hls 
vori-s. Tbe average reUII merchant 
is not aware of the deception to my 
own personal knowledge and dealt 
out to hie customera in all Innocence 
the fraudulent new potnta 

The method of manufacture Is 
unique, and it la done aa folloss: Ijate 
In the season, after other crops are 
out of the way. tbe gardener planU 
a crap of late and good keeping pota¬ 
toes. The time has been chosen from 
experience and Is opportune for a yield 
of small potato's before the frosts of 
winter come down upon (he garden- 
cr'a (ruck patch. Theee potatoes aro 
dug and burled in heaps in the open 
field and left until spring opens and 
tho new potato season arrives. At the 
proper time tho heaps are opened and 
tho potatoes sorted according to sixes, 
tn tho meantime a largo kettle or vat 
Is set In the field adjacent to tho po¬ 
tato heaps and made ready hy Oiling 
with water and adding aufllrlent lye 
to effectually curl the ikln of the pota¬ 
to when dipped Into tho boiling solu¬ 
tion. A crane and metal basket aro 
rigged BO that the dipping can be done 
cxi^ltlously, and the way that new 
t*oUtoes are turned out Is astonish¬ 
ing. Tho effect of dipping any pota¬ 
to, no matter how old, into this boil¬ 
ing lyo solution ia to crack and curl 
the skin, and at the samo time it 
liardcna ur roakea (ho potato much 
firmer, so that Its resemblanro lo a 
new potato la so near that it would bo 
hard to pick out (he Imposter from 
oppraranco alone from a basket of tho 
genuine article. After dipping the I 
potatoes are rinsed In another vat 
and spread out lo dry in tho sun and 
cure into fierfect new polators, and 
Ihc work is complete. 

The only way Ihut you can tell thn 
Iraudulent new potato is to cut one, 
open and notice its appearance care¬ 
fully from circumference to centre 
For a short distance in from the skla 
of the made potato you will, Ifyoulook 
closely, BSC a yetlowUh-white line of 
seml-cookcd and watery appearance. 
If this test is not conclusivo put one 
or two into some <-old water and lot 
(hem come to a boll and you will no¬ 
tice a faint lyo odor, and the water 
that covers them will have a ■Upper)', 
alkalino feet that any housewife can¬ 
not mistake.—Popular Science Month- |

No phenomenon of nature la more 
generally mlsundertlood than the col¬ 
or change that takes place In the 
leaves of plants In autumn. This Is one 
of those common things (hat most 
people never think of studying, Just 
becmise they are so common. Out to 
neglect them is to neglect a veritable 
mine of Interest and beauty, to say 
nothing of the Information that lies 
therr ready for our seeking. 

Ten persons out of 13. perhaps, be¬ 
lieve that tho leaves turn red, or yel¬ 
low. or purple, or brown under (he ac¬ 
tion of frost, but the (ruth is that frost 
has nothing to do with the change. 
If you will take ihe (rnublo to notice 
the trees in Septemt-er and October 
you will see that the change begins 
lung before we have frost. 

As a matter of fact, it is merely the 
ripening of the leaves. I^eaves arc 
green In spring and summer because 
(licy have In the cells a substancf 
colled chlorophyll, which is made 
green by the action of sunlight. The 
green is of a pale shade in early spring 
btH'suae the chlorophyll is not fully 
formed. When that substance Is fully 
tormrd tbe green turns darker. 

Toward (he end of summer the chlo¬ 
rophyll begins to decay, and then, be¬ 
cause H la not supplied as It Is early 
In tbe season, the leaves change rolor 
or ripen, (he green producing sub¬ 
stance no longer being present Ex¬ 
actly why some leaves (urn red. some 
yellow and some brown Is not readily 
explained, except by what we know 
of the action of light In producing 
c-olors. Home aubstances absorb (he 
yellow and blue raya of light and re¬ 
flect tbe red: othera alNMirb (he red 
and blue raya and reflect the yellow; 
and so on. The sclentiflc reason why 
i-oroe rays are atworbed and others 
are reflected Is that the corpuscles of 
the sutwtance vary In sixe. This ap¬ 
plies not only to leaves but to all col¬ 
ored objects.

Ill bla natlre home tbo polar bear 
dees not often meet with smnU boys 
anxious to (rent him to buna and oth¬ 
er dainties. Tbe consequence la that 
Bruin haa to devise many curious 
ways of securing bis food, and none 
are more strange and Intereiting than 
that related by two tniatworthy trav¬ 
elers in Finland, that country of 
strange alghta. 

They have known tbe polar bear 
Ui take a stone or a huge lump of 
Ice in bis foropaws and from a favor¬ 
able height, aa a cliff or a precipitous 
ice hill, to hurl the missile down upon 
tho head of the walrus, ao enormous 
brute, often twice the site of tbe bear, 
and so stun him that Bruin could ruah 
in and complete (he deitruetlon at bis 
leisure, thus aecurlng a month's ra¬ 
tions. 

Tbo moat useful food of the lew 
bear, tho Gennana very appropriately 
call this beast, la the common aeal 
of tbe arctic regions. The latter la 
(he wariest animal of the north, and 
both Eskimo and polar bear neod 
their best atrategy to catch It 

In tbo summer time, when the anow 
Is off the ice of tbo ocean shore and 
i»]ots, the seala can be plainly seeo 
aa black dots on the ice. probably 
asleep, but always near (heir boles, 
which lead down through the thick Ice 
to tbo water below, and Into which 
they can throw themselves by tbe 
least movement. Bruin, seeing one 
alar, walks up as near as he deems 
safu and (hen begins crawling on bis 
wary prey. 

The seal. If (be weather be sunny 
and pleasant, takes abort naps, re¬ 
lieved by shorter moments when It Is 
sionntng tho vicinity for signs of on 
enemy's approach. During these timea 
tbo bear la very quiet and aa still 
as death Itself, with eyea apparently 
rluseii, though really a corner of each 
is kept open, and la thla way be 
hopes the seal will lake him for a 
heap of snow, aa appearance which 
hls coat readily helps bln to aa- 
fume. 

During the naps be creeps forward 
with greater or less rapidity, accord¬ 
ing to hls nearness to the aeal and 
consequent fear of being beard or 
seen. When but 10 or 18 yards away, 
•nd tbo seal ia in tbe depths of a 
good nap. (he bear rushes upon him 
■nd with a single blow of hls powo^ 

I ful paw knock! tbe smaller brute 
Fcnseless and ao far away from tbe 
bole lhat be cannot escape by lhat 
way. even If tbe blow received Is not 
Immediately fatal. 

In winter time the Ice Is cuvered 
with snow, and (hls is hollowed out 
by the seal Into a anowboiise. covering 
Ibe hole In tbe ice anJ cunuectlng at 
tbe (op of (Im* dome with an aperture 
■bout tbe slxe of a shilling, called (he 
blow hole, for it Is through thla that 
(he seal breathes when be It la want 
of fresh air. 

Here the bear watrhea tor many a 
•ong hour. If necessary, and when tha 
•norts of the seal are beard be crush- 
es in (he fragile dome of the anow- 
house with his paw. Impaling tha seal 
on hls curved rlawa and proceeds to 
practically demonatrate how polar 
bears ran aubaist la aa arctlo winter 
—Ixindon Telegraph. '

"I hsd a rather, unhappy experience 
nnc'>. myself," snid a listener, "but 
It was at a time when my nerves 
cntild not stand a, great deal, and the 
shock was no surptia* to me. I was 
teally harpy when I found Ihat my 
eyes had played me an trick and that 
the things nlmut me wore real things. 
1 had Journeyed down Into Mexico, for 
the purpose of gliding some time. 
The trip was partly a buslaesa trip, 
and partly for such pleasures aa I could 
get out of an experience In a country 
that was new to me. I ought tn say 
here that I had never tieen In a tropi¬ 
cal inuniry. My life had been spent In 
the north, and whatever 1 knew about 
many of the forms of life In tropi¬ 
cal sections was aitogelher theoretical 
I had merely read almut many of the 
things, hut 1 learned aftt'rwards Ihat 
Ihere were many things I had ntver 
dreamed of even In moments when my 
mind was Inclined tn conjure with the 
horrors of uneven sleep. Well. I found 
myself |n Mexico, I was In tho wilds 
of Moxlio, and that, where oae could 
find but few of the comforts known 
to the more advaneed ways oi living. 

I stopped with an old Mexican one 
night, nnd he put me In a dumpy little 
room off to myself. I slept on the 
floor, nr rather I started to sleep on 
the floor and it waa t dirt floor at 
that I rolled ap on a mattress made 
nf Romo light material, t had juat 
closed my eyea when I felt something 
scramble rspldly over my forehead. 
It atartcil mo a bit, btit I kept cool 
and still lo aee If It would liappca 
again. 

It happened tn less time than It 
takes to tell it Thl* thing kept up 
tmtll the extwrlment waa disorganising 
my nerves, and I eould stand It au 
longer. 1 got up and started out. and 
I felt the same thing happening to 
my feel. Partly panlo sirlckea, I 
rushed Into the mom of tho old Mex- 
ban. "Hnmethlng In yonder,'• I Mid, 
pointing tnwartl my room. He took 
in Hin sltiiatinn at once, nnd aMiired 
me that It was all right He slnick 
a light nnd went to the room with mo 
In assure me Hiai there was no danger. 
When i got back lo my room I was 
psralyiod. Crnwllng over the walla 
of Ihc hut nnd scramping over the 
floor, over the mattress on which I 
had lain, and running here and there, 
nnd everywhere, wan a perfect army 
of IlMrds of all sice*, ages and varlo- 
t.'es. I told the Mexican tn leave mo 
the light, and that I would occupy 
the room for tho night And so t 
did. Rut I did not sleep, fur I did 
rot want the lisards however harm¬ 
less and companionable they might be, 
to convert my face and forehead into 
a promenade. This wound up my ex¬ 
perience In Mexico and I scampered 
over tho border as soon a* possible, 
nnd since that time tnr wilder regions 
In tho trnplcn have had no fascination

Thia phyilclan also said It was useless 
to do nnythlng. especially u he had 
no Inatniments with him mvo such as 
were carried In tho iieual assortment of 
country physicians. Colonel Andrews 
dectar^ mat he waa not going to die 
without a strong fight for life and or¬ 
dered the doctor to proceed. 

Acting under these positive Instruc¬ 
tions Ihe doctor pulled out the Intes¬ 
tines with his bare bands, the colonel, 
who was under no anaestheltr, bear¬ 
ing Ihe suffering In a stoical manner. 
Pure spring wntcr was used to wash tho 
Inteatines, after which the doctor re¬ 
placed them as carefully as he could 
and sewed up tho wound. Ho then sot 
the Injured leg. 

It was a atim array of instruments 
with which the feat was accomplished 
and even they were not of the test, 
for aome of them were so rusty from 
long lack of use that tho operation 
had to be stopped while they were 
sharpened and cleaned on an emery 
stone. That tho wound In Itself did 
aot kill the colonel la a wonder but 
that he did not die anyhow of blond 
poisoning Is something that has never i 
been understood. I 

When the doctor had finished hh 
work the soldier was laid flat on his 
baik In bed and left to ho treated by 
hla orderly, assisted by tho occasion- 
al visits of the surgeon nf tho battal¬ 
ion. They were absululcly without 
medical appllences of any kind, medi¬ 
cines being scarce In the smith in those 
days, and all they could do was to 
bathe the wound every half hour with 
cold water. This they did, with the 
romarkable result that no fever devel¬ 
oped and In six weeks the patient had 
recovered hla strength tn such an ex¬ 
tent that he was able to be carried to 
Richmond on a train, partlaly support- 
ing himself on crutches. At Rich¬ 
mond he remained m u convalescent 
for several months and then returned 
to active duty In the field. Rut tho 
actual work of soldiering was too much 
for even hla wonderful strength and 
constitution at that time, so ho was
